The adm inistration supporters in the 
com m ittee were outvoted on all ex­ 
cept one of the points settled and later 
the talk of a caucus of Dem ocrata to 
discipline the com m ittee was revived. 
The com m ittee voted into the bill 
the following affirmative provisions: 
T hat the regional banks to adm in­ 
ister the new currency 
schem e be 
capitalised by public subscription, the 
stock not taken by the public to be 
taken up by the mem ber banks of the 
system . 
T hat each regional bank be con­ 
trolled by nine directors, Ave to be 
nam ed by the governm ent through the 
federal reserve board and four to be 
chosen by the m em ber banks. 
T hat the new currency to be issued 
by treasury notes, obligators of the 
U nited States, loaned to the banks 
and not bank notes guaranteed by the 
governm ent. This sustains the adm in­ 
istration bill as it passed the house. 


To Rodssm Notes in Gold. 
T hat the new notes be redeem able 
in "gold” by the regional banks and 
the treasury and not in “gold and law­ 
ful money" as provided by the adm in­ 
istration bill.

Keep Government Tied U p— Post­

W ashington, 
Nov. 
7. — [Special.] — 
“Avoid foreign entanglem ents,’’ was 
the sage advice of George W ashing­ 
ton In his farew ell address, but it 
seems th at we have not heeded w hat 
he said. 
By passing a bill relating to 
seam en and providing for the safety 
of American citizens who travel in 
ships a t sea we have run counter to at 
least twenty-five treaties. 
According to Senator Bacon, chair­ 
man of the com m ittee on foreign rela­ 
tions, we have abrogated certain pro­ 
visions of such treaties, som ething he 
regards as a gross breach of interna­ 
tional etiquette, more especially on 
account of the m anner in w hich it was 
done. However, if the La Follette sea­ 
m an’s bill had sm ashed all the treaties 
ever w ritten it would have been pass 
ed. 
The progressive elem ent in this 
congress w as bound to put it through. 
Tied Ourselves Up. 
Then 
came 
Senator 
Cham berlain 
from out of the breezy w est, who has 
not been on the foreign relations com­ 
m ittee eighteen years and does not 
have th a t reverence for form, usage, 
tradition 
and 
various 
other 
things 
which go w ith diplomacy, and rem ark­ 
ed: “Our governm ent has so tied itself 
up w ith treaties of one kind or another 
that it cannot legislate on any sub­ 
ject. even iii regard to our domestic 
and internal affairs, such as the tariff, 
protecting our people ut sea and in the 
interest of our seamen, w ithout run­ 
ning counter to some treaty. 
For one. 
I am ready to break 
these paper 
chains." 
And there are quite a num ber of 
senators who feel Just as does their 
Oregon colleague. 
Race Segregation. 
“T here is nothing th at I would not 
do to help the negroes of the country," 
said Postm aster General Burleson, who 
la one of the cabinet officers against 
whom la directed the w arfare of those 
who oppose race segregation in the fed­ 
eral governm ent, “but they cannot be 
aided by efforts w hich attem pt to make 
race equality. 
There are many of the 
subordinate positions which I would 
have entirely filled by colored men lf 
it w ere possible, but I do not believe 
it is practicable or right to have the 
people of both races indiscrim inately 
mingled in the sam e room, with desks 
side by side. 
I know that it is dis­ 
agreeable to the w hite employees, and 
it would be better for the colored em ­ 
ployees 
to 
accept 
the 
distinctions 
which cannot be changed. 
Equality 
cannot be accomplished by such asso­ 
ciation, and it engenders unnecessary 
race hatred.” 
“Trims Ship." 
During a discussion in the senate 
Senator La Follette culled attention to 
the fact th a t a certain navigation of­ 
ficer had been in a good iiosltlou for 
a quarter of a century, Hie senator as­ 
serting th at he had made his views ac­ 
cord with different adm inistrations, al­ 
though they had often changed. 
"It 
seems all right for a navigator to trim 
ship,” w as the com m ent of a nautical­ 
ly inclined senator in a low voice.

Indianapolis, Nov. 7.—Indiana's en­ 
tire national guard, consisting of more 
than 2,000 soldiers, is encam ped in 
Indianapolis ready for duty in the 
strike of the employes of the Indian­

pany. 
Special trains brought the troops 
under hurried orders and they were 
detrained in the suburbs, virtually sur­ 
rounding the town. 
Secrecy waa m aintained as to the 
movement and arrival of the militia. 
The troop trains were stopped out­ 
side of Indianapolis by officials of the 
national guard and given instructions. 
All com panies were held when they 
arrived until they were of such num­ 
bers that it was deemed safe to bring 
them Into the city. 
This was done to 
prevent any clash with the strikers, 
who, after learning the troops had 
been called out, were on downtown 
streets in large numbers. 
W hether the street cars are to be 
manned by soldiers officials would not 
say. 
M artial law has not been de­ 
clared, but a proclam ation is expect­ 
ed to be issued from the governor’s 
office.

“There is nothing that I would not 
do to help the negroes of the country," 
said Postmaster General Burleson, who 
is one of the cabinet officers against 
whom is directed the warfare of those 
who oppose race segregation in the fed 
eral government, "but they cannot be 
aided by efforts which attempt to make 
race equality. 
There are many of the 
subordinate positions which I would 
have entirely filled by colored men if 
it were possible. but I do not believe 
It is practicable or right to have the 
people of both races indiscriminately 
mingled in the same room, with desks 
side by side. 
I know that it is dis­ 
agreeable to the white employees, and 
it would be better for tbe colored em­ 
ployees 
to 
accept 
the 
distinctions 
which cannot be changed. 
Equality 
cannot be accomplished by such asso­ 
ciation, and it engenders unnecessary 
race hatred.” 


“Trim s Ship.” 
During a discussion in the senate 
Senator La Follette called attention to 
the fact that a certain navigation of­ 
ficer had been in a good position for 
a quarter of a century, the senator as­ 
serting that he had made his views ac­ 
cord with different administrations, al­ 
though they had often changed. 
“ It 
seems all light for a navigator to trim 
ship,” was the comment of a nautical­ 
ly inclined senator in a low voice. 
“ If I had my way he would not re 
main in his office fifteen minutes,” ve­ 
hemently declared Senator Martine of 
New Jersey, who is a very impulsive 
man. 
His Highest Compliment. 
“ My dear boy.” said Jim Ham Lewis 
to a newspaper friend in the senate 
corridor, “ where did you get that suit? 
I have been looking all over for some­ 
thing like it—that delicate check, not 
too loud, but Just right. 
I could not 
find anything. 
You must have obtain­ 
ed it when you were abroad. 
You see. 
I would not dare get some of those 
loud patterns and appear upon the 
floor of the senate. 
I don’t know* just 
how It would go in there.” 
Just as if he did not dare anything 
in clothes! 
Senator Lewis will wear 
anything if it is in fashion, and it 
makes no difference where be happens 
to be. The newspaper man felt lie had 
been complimented by tile picturesque 
Illinois senator. 


“Jesting W ith Journalists.” 
The semiweekly “ audience” which 
President Wilson gives the newspaper­ 
men is sometimes called "jesting with 
Journalists.’’ for there is many a quip 
passed back and forth when the sub­ 
ject is not too serious. 
For tile most j 
part, the president is in rare good bu 
mer, but be sometimes objects to tilt 
attempt to “ corner" him with ques­ 
tions. 
Ills reason for having these meet 
ir.gs is to tell the newspapers just 
what he wants them to know and no 
more. 
Oftentimes after half an hour 
of diligent questioning, in which the 
wits of many bright newspaper men 
have been matched against those of the 
president, tbe journalists retire with 
the unanimous conclusion that they 
have learned nothing new.

Indianapolis, Nov. 7.— Indiana's en­ 
tire national guard, consisting of more 
than 2,000 soldiers, is encamped in 
Indianapolis ready for duty in the 
strike of the employes of the Indian­

Special trains brought the troops 
under hurried orders and they were 
detrained in the suburbs, virtually sur­ 
rounding the town. 
Secrecy was maintained as to the 
movement and arrival of the militia. 
The troop trains were stopped out­ 
side of Indianapolis by officials of the 
national guard and given instructions. 
All companies were held when they 
arrived until they w-ere of such num­ 
bers that it was deemed safe to bring 
them into the city. 
This was done to 
prevent any clash w-ith the strikers, 
who, after learning the troops had 
been called out, were on downtown 
streets in large numbers. 
Whether the street cars are to be 
manned by soldiers officials would not 
say.
